Democrats Divided 
On 1960 Strategy 


WASHINGTON—This country’s most signili- 
cant current political debate is not between the 
two parties. It is going on, beneath the surface 


but with a rising potential of bitterness, among two sets of Demo- 
crats. The argument is over how the Democrats should deploy strate- 
gically against Richard Nixon, the almost certain Republican presi- 


dential nominee in 1960. 

Certainly not in decades—per- 
haps not ever—have the Republi- 
cans centered so early and so 
massively on a prospective candi- 
date so disliked by every faction 
of the Democrats. 


Thus, there is no acute prob- 
lem of maintaining Democratic 


lovalty. 

There is a more subtle Demo- 
cratic problem: How shall the Ke- 
publican nominee be defeated” 

The fact is that there are in a 
sense two national Democratic 
parties—one represented by Con- 
gress and the other by the gover- 
nors and the Democratic National 
Committee. 

The gubernatorial-national com- 
mittee wing thinks that Nixon can 
be “taken’’ only by a highly lib- 
eral Democratic candidate run- 
ning on a few specific and sharp- 
ly defined issues. 

This wing speaks for nearly all 
avowed Democratic liberals. These 
include the small band of party 
liberals in Congress who are un- 
happily out of step with their 
more conservative Democratic 
colleagues there.

Sometimes, the reporter 
wrote, alerts have been cre- 
ated by “meteoric flights regis- 
tering on the DEW Line radar- 
scopes, or by interference of high 
frequency transmitters creating 
artificial ‘blips,’ or by the appear- 
ance of foréign objects on the 
scope, flying in seeming forma- 
tion, which simply never have 
been explained.”’

“It is conceivable that on some 
occasion, the Americans will not 
realize in time that the meteor 
they see is not a guided missile.
